FOLLOWS EARTHQUAKE DISTURBANCE 


Mexico City, APril i7—Late re- 


ports from all over'Mexico increase 
the damage from the- recent' earth- 
quakes; At least^even_cities Jhave 
T>een destroyed. Mucii suffering fol- 
lowed the quake as people have fled 
from the ruined cities and are living 
in fields, almost without food. No 
details as to the loss of life are yet 
obtainable, but it is believed to be 
heavy. 


Mexico City, April 17.—According to 


the latest available information from 
various points in southern Mexico, 
which are as yet meager, the death 
list as a result of the recent earth- 
quake will aggregate 38 persons and 
the list of injured persons will total 
93, although when complete reports 
are received it is expected that both 
the list of dead and wounded will be 
greatly augmented. 


Chilpancingo, with incomplete re- 


ports, shows 12 persons aead and 30 
wounded. Chilapa reports 14 dead and 
39 wounded. Tixtla reports 12 dead 
and 24 wounded. 


Owing to the remoteness of many 


small towns in the affected region, it 
will be some days before complete re- 
ports of the disaster can be received. 


Heavy shocks contimied on the 


west coast until Tuesday. Late news 
from the area of greatest destruction 
in the recent earthquake shows that 
the devastation wrought was greater 
than at first supposed. Besides the- 
destruction of the cities of Chilpan- 
cingo and Chilapa, it is now reported 
that the city of Tixtla, between the 
two cities above named and containing 
about the same population as Chilpan: 
cingo (7.500), was also leveled to the

It is a town of 
about 4,000 inhabitants, and it is 
feared that the loss of life here may

and near the border line of the state 
of Oaxaca, is also reported to have 
been wiped out. 


It is reported that Acapulco is part- 


ly submerged from the great waves 
which dashed over the breakwaters. 
Although no breath of wind was stir- 
ring on the night of the first shock 
when the earth began to tremble, the 
sea was lashed into a fury, and as the 
shocks continued the haibor tooK on 
the appearance of a tjphoon-swept 
ocean.

"Washington. April 17. — Secretary 


Wilson of the agncultural department 
promises drastic action against manu- 
facturers who fraudulently advertise 
that the federal government is guar- 
anteeing their wares. He said: "It 
this 
outrageous 
mlsrepresentatloa 


does not cease, the department will 
publish a list bearing the names of 
manufacturers who are indulging hi 
this campaign of deception." 


Wilson's remarks were brought forth 


by the fact that there had come to his 
knowledge information that a number 
of manufacturers of -foods and drugs 
were freely advertising that the Unit- 
ed States government was guarantee* 
ing their products. The secretary said 
that the serial number and guaranty 
required by the pure food and drug 
act to be placed on food and drug 
products were being used by these 
manufacturers for this very purpose. 
"The serial number," said Secretary 
Wilson, "Is assigned to fix the '•espon- 
sibility where it belongs — upon the 
manufacturers — and to protect inno- 
cent dealers, who have a right under 
the law to rely upon his guaranty. It 
is the guarantee of the manufacturer, 
not the guarantee of the government," 


The secretary declared that every 


effort would be made by the depart- 
ment to put a stop to these state- 
ments. "I will do a little advertising 
myself," he said, "in behalf of th* 
people. I am growing tired of seeing 
these untruthful statements on the ad- 
vertising pages of the magazines, thai 
walls of the New York subway and 
the advertising space of the streetcar* 
of the principal cities. Manufacturer! 
who will deceive the public about the 
guaranty will he about the quality of 
their product." He added that the 
law was to be administered fairly and 
that no honest manufactxirer need fearC 
that the department will take "snap 
judgment" on him or harrass him in 
any way.

Cannon, former Columbus superin- 
tendent of the Cleveland Trinidad 
Paving company, failed to appear in 
court, and all efforts to locate him 
have been futile. The case of H. C. 
Lang, Columbus representative of the 
Cleveland Trinidad Paving company, 
indicted on the charge of giving a 
bribe of §250 to former Assistant City 
Engineer Arfihir Beck, Ihe first of the 
bribery caset^to be tried, was adjourn- 
ed on account of the absence of Can- 
non. 
Cannon's wife, v/ho is also an 


important witness in the cases, is said 
to be with him. 


It is said, by many who claim to 


have positive assurance, that Cannon 
has fled frorri the ctty, taking his wife 
with him, and will not return. 
The 


absence of the Cannons, who arp 
wanted as chief witnesses against 
Lang, was officially reported to the 
court after the selection of a jury had 
been completed. 


Racial Clash. 


Bridgeport, O., April 17.—While a 


squad of 10 Hungarians employed at 
the Red Bird mine, north of here, were 
walking along a road near the village 
of Rayland, they were fired upon by 
an ambushing party. John Wysinkl 
was shot dead and Sam Wysinki was 
fatally wounded. The others fled and 
secured helo. When a posse reached 
the spot the assailants were 
gone. 


There is no strike trouble at Red 
Bird, it is said, but there is a strong 
prejudice 
among Americans against 


all foreigners, and it is believed that 
race hatred caused the shooting.

CARE OF CHAMELEONS. 


How These Little Creatures Can Be 


Kept Alive For Years. 


Chameleons can be kept alive for 


years by making a frame to fit over a 
plant in a flowerpot and covering it 
with mosquito netting, which must be 
long enough to tie with a string about 
the pot. .Keep the pot in the sunniest 
window and water the plant every 
day through the netting. You will be 
surprised to see how eagerly the little 
creatures will drink the running wa- 
ter after they get over their fear. 
Set a wire fly trap for flies, which you 
can liberate under the netting. The 
chameleons 
will not be 
backward 


about helping themselves. 


In whiter they do not require much 


food, bnt will relish a meal worm oc- 
casionally on sunny days. Meal worms 
can sometimes be got at the grain 
stores for the asking or can be pur- 
chased at the bird stores, or small 
spiders can be found in cracks and 
crannies asleep for the winter. They 
may be frozen stiff if found out of 
doors, but they revive in a Warm room. 


Chameleons enjoy a place to sleep in 


nights and winters. Take a piece of 
red flannel four inches wide and eight 
Inches long; roll It over a stick as 
large ronnd as your finger and sew it 
while on the stick so that It will not 
coine unwound; then slip off and run 
a wire through it long enough to sus- 
pend it from one of the branches on 
the plant. The chameleon will crawl 
Into this cozy bed and go to sleep.—St. 
Nicholas.
